-moorings, Captain Dexter notified 
the Fish and Game Commission of 
his capture, a very creditable action, 
as had he been other than a most 
thorough sportsman, he could easily 
have killed the doe and none would 
have been the wiser. 

“ Deputy Burney was instructed to

woods through Saugus, and there in 
aglen liberated the doe. She was 
loth to leave, for during her. stay 
on the fishing boat she had - become 
-used to man and his. ways and 
seemed to be growing tame and fond 
of human companionship. Theh she 
started to follow her liberators from 
the woods, but they drove her back. 
“Every effort will be made by 
Deputy Burney to protect this-doe, 
There is a severe penalty in Massa- 
chusetts for hounding deer, and un- 
der certain circumstances dogs found 
running deer, will be shot. Mr. 
Burney wants to call attention to 
all owners of hounds to this, and ask 
them to be careful. with their dogs - 
and if they find their dogs running 

the deér to call them off. 

“The season for hunting is now 
closed. Nov. 20th was the last legal 
day, and from now on quail, par- 
tridge and woodcock are safe from 
the gunners, The season has been. 

“ali éspécially good” One “for giinners 
all over the State, and shooting in ; 
this vicinity has been capital.”’

STARK WINS. 


Decision “Rendered in His Case Against 
Loomer of Ballardvale. 


At. a session of the civil 
court in Lawrence Tuesday _morn- 
ing, the 
Ballardvale, formerly of the Andover 
board of selectmen, against Amos B. 


Loomer, was tried. ‘there is consider- 
able interest in the suit, which ‘grew 
out of a lease given by the Andover 
board of selectmen to Mr. Stark of a 
store in Ballardvale, owned by the town 
of Andover and occupied by Mr. Loom- 
er, a tenant at will. 

Mr. Loomer has refused to leave the 
premises, taking the ground that the 
selectmen have no authority to give a 
lease Without a vote of the town. 
vo At..the trial iMr.. ‘Stark was 
represented by Attorney Walter Coul- 
son... The..defendant’s.interests..were 
looked after by Lawyer Louis S. Cox. 

The a¢tion took ‘the form of a writ of 
ejectment.. 
Coulson:-had...opened..the 
plaintiff’s case Judge. Stone announced 
that several weeks ago he had been 
consulted by some one regarding an 
ejectment case in Ballardvale and had 
given advice. He asked Mr. Loomer, 
who was present in the court room, if 
he-~was the man who had consulted hir. 
Mr. Loomer. said he was and ther 
Judge Stone announced that he would, 
under the circumstances, be compelled 
to retire from the case. He at once 
sent for Associate Justice W. E. Row- 
ell. Judge Stone explained that when 
he gave the advice to Mr. Loomer he 
did not understand that any litigation 
was to follow. 

Mr. Rowell arrived at 11.30 a. m., 
and the case proceeded. In ovening the 
case Mr. Coulson stated that Mr. 
Stark had kept a butcher shor. for 

many years in the store in question, 
which is located in the north end of 
the “old school house,” so called, in 
Ballardvale, that his son and Mr. 
Loomer had conducted the business af- 
ter he retired and that Mr. Loomer had 
carried it on after the dissolution of 
the partnership. 

Town Clerk Marland of Andover was 
the first witness called. He produced 
a record of the vote of the selectmen 
at a meeting held in Oct., 1902, to lease 
the store to Mr. Stark ‘tor one year, 
the lease to begin Dec. 1, Mr. Loomer 
to vacate ‘before that date. 

He testified that he sent a notice to 
Mr. Lomer of the action of the select- 
men. 

B. Frank Smith, chairman of the 
Andover board of selectmen, was called 
and identified his signature and that of 
Mr. Boutwell and r. Stark on the 
lease. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cox: ‘This 
store was formerly occupied by John 
8. Stark, then by Mr. Stark’s son and 
Mr.» Loomer as partners and for the 
past year by Mr. Loomer alone. 
was elected selectman last March for 
a year. Mr. Stark -was notified what

For the defence Mr. Cox then called 
Town Clerk Marland. He identified 
the by-laws of the town, which ‘were 
He produced 
the records of the last annual town™ 
‘meeting and testified that no vote was 
taken by the citizens of the town au- 
thorizing the selectmen. to lease the 
property in’ question. 

-Mr....Marland...was..asked if. he had 
brought any of the leases made to Mr. 
Stark in previous years. He replied 
that none of the leases, if there are 
any, ‘were in his possession. 

The defense then rested. 

In his argument Mr: Cox contended 
that the selectmen had no authority 
to. give the lease unless the town so 
voted. 

He claimed that the selectmen had 
clearly exceeded their authority be- 
cause they had given a lease for a 
year, the. period covering several 
months beyond the extent of the term 
of the selectmen.*He argued that Mr. 
Stark ought not to be able to kick Mr. 
Loomer out. Mr. Loomer would get 
out, he said, if the town of Andover 
forced him to, but he objected to do- 
ing so, because Mr. Stark had got a 
lease from the selectmen 

‘Mr. Coulson argued briefly that the 
selectmen plainly had authority to do 
what they had done. 

Lawyer Paul R. Clay appeared in 
the interests of the town of Andover 
and argued that the selectfhen had 
authority to give the lease in question, 
citing many cases to support his claim. 

Justice Rowell reserved his decision. 

The decision was rendered this morn- 
ing in favor of Mr. Stark.

Among 
othér crops they raise a large quantity 
of potatoes, and this year they had heln 
from an unexpected quarter in digging 
them. One large field of this crop was 
some distance from the house and not 
often visited. 5 

One day Hon. Flavin Shackford was 
passing the house and told the Cobb 
boys that a large lot of their potatoes 
were lying on the ground. He inquired 
who had dug them and was told that no 
one there had been to the field for sev- 
eral days. Guy Cobb immediately 
went over and to his astonishment 
found that a large batch had been dug 
over and many bushels of the tubers 
had been lying on the ground so long 
that the sun had discolored and spoiled 
them. He and his brother, B. ii 
‘Cobb, set themselves to work, and in a 
short time had gathered up 30 bushels. 
The next morning they again went over 
to the fleld, and lo! at least eight bu- 
shels more were dug. These were gath- 
ered up, and then for several mornings 
in successi they went to the field and 
each time found from six to ten bushels 
of potatoes dug and lying on_ the 
ground. 

The curiosity of the owners was now 
thoroughly aroused and a night watch 
was set. The first evening of the watch 
was_rewarded by the discovery that a 
family of skunks were doing all this 
work, and further observation showed 
the motive of the animals. 

The ground was thoroughly infested 
with very Jarge ‘white worms, the ma- 
jority of which were at least five inches 
in length. It was to get these worms 
that the skunks were digging the pota- 
toes. They were mostly in the hills 
and in order to get at them it was nec- 
essary to dig out the potatoes. and this 
they did as cleanly and thoroughly as 
a man could do with a hoe. 

After this discovery was made, the 
owners would. go to the fields each 
morning and pick up the potatoes that 
had been dug during the previous eve- 
ning or night. Usually there would be 
about eight bushels and the Cobbs 
would thus beerelieved of a great deal 
of hard labor.

A MEDIEVAL MEGAPHONE. 


A curiosity of great antiquity is still 
to be seen within St. Andrew's Church 
at Willoughton, near Gainsboro says an 
English magazine. This is a quaint 
speaking trumpet with an obscure ear- 
ly history, dating back to the times 
of the Kiights Templars. In shape 
it resembles a French horn and is more 
than five feet long, having a bell at the 
end of the graduated tube.
